HamCom (at the Ar- 
lington Convention 
Center in the Dal- 
las/Ft Worth area) was held Friday afternoon 
June 18 and all day Saturday June 19. Over 
100 forums were available for the attendees, 
along with booths staffed by the major ven- 
dors (Yaesu, Kenwood, ICOM, US Tower, 
ARRL, CQ, to name a few) and indoor and 
outdoor flea markets. 


Vicky and I attended (and participated in) the 
Lone Star DX Association (LSDXA) forums 
on Saturday. First up was Wayne N7NG from 
ARRL HQ, and he talked about Log Book of 
the World (LoTW). Wayne explained how 
it’s going (more than 45,000,000 QSOs have 
been input), how to sign up for it, and fielded 
questions from the audience. LoTW is catch- 
ing on nicely, with more and more DXers 
and contesters feeding in log information for 
DXCC credits. The WAS award is next on the 
horizon for receiving LoTW credits. 


Dennis K7BV followed N7NG, and talked 
about DXing on 6 m. 
Dennis historically 
has been a very ac- 
tive HF _ contester, 
but now has caught 
the VHF bug. His 
presentation gave an , 
overview of operat- hay 
ing on 6m.

the ARRL), and just 
finished putting up 

a bay of four 7-el- 

ement 6 m Yagis. 

He’s looking forward to using this to increase 
his DXCC and VUCC totals. Although Solar 
Cycle 23 is on the decline, sporadic E still oc- 
curs regularly every summer, and offers the 
opportunity to work lots of 6 m stations. 


The LSDXA luncheon was next, and histori- 
cally this has been a top-notch event. This 
year was no different. Lunch began promptly 
at noon, and was followed by a presenta- 
tion by Eric K3NA of the recent 3B9C DX- 
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pedition to Rodriguez Island (in the Indian 
Ocean). Eric did a fantastic job, and he even 
had some audio clips from 160 m openings to 
North America. 


After lunch, I gave a presentation on Project 
Goodwill Albania 2003.

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Severe Weather Notes: Flash 


Flooding - Joel KB9RH 


After a hectic couple of weeks in May, the month of June 
was a rather quiet month for storm spotters. The weather 
settled down a bit following the tornado outbreaks on Me- 
morial Day weekend, and spotters in the Midwest and Plains 
States were able to take a much-needed break. 


The major event in June was flash flooding which occurred 
on Sunday June 13th. A stationary front had been over our 
area for several days prior, and the constant rains completely 
saturated the ground. Just before 2 PM, a Severe Thunder- 
storm Watch was issued for the northern two-thirds of Indi- 
ana and the northwest 1/4 of Ohio. When the heavy rainfall 
reached our area, it rained buckets - literally - for over an 
hour, and the water simply had nowhere to go. Numerous 
roads in the city of Fort Wayne and Allen County were 
closed, and flash flooding caused the usual problems in the 
Eastbrook/Westbrook area of Spy Run Creek. Thanks to the 
many spotters who called in rainfall totals and high water/ 
street closing reports. 


One other note: at the June AC-ARTS meeting, I brought up 
the idea of experimenting with linking 146.88 and 443.80 
when the severe weather net is activated. This is done in 
other areas; two of them are Toledo (147.375/442.95) and 
Indianapolis (146.97/442.65). As we all know, propagation 
can get rather strange during severe weather, and this would 
provide another communications link. As for interference, 
I don’t think this would be a problem because there’s only 
about a dozen repeaters in the US and Canada on 443.80 
(compared to over 100 repeaters on 146.88). Whether or not 
this can actually be done is something I don’t know, but if so, 
I would like to try it once or twice for experimentation. 


Also, if you heard WX9IWX on June 13th, the operator 
noted that they were using so many radios that the receivers 
were starting to desense, so they were not able to copy all 
of our communications. I don’t know if the station at WX 
has 440 capabilities, but this would eliminate that problem. 
However, the final decision rests with the AC-ARTS board 
at future board meetings, so if this does happen, it will be a 
few months down the road. 


As I stated at the June meeting: I know the rumor that’s go- 
ing to get started...we’re trying to move the storm spotters 
to 440. NONSENSE! That’s not the intention, and it’s not 
going to happen. Two meters is and shall continue to be the 
primary Skywarn communications system. 


Finally, we were all saddened to hear of the sudden passing 
of Bill Hall WD9HII. Bill was a friend to all, and an excel- 
lent net control operator. We will miss him. 


I’m going to do something I’ve wanted to do for quite a 
while - list spotter frequencies for the counties in our area. 
I’ve tried to include every county within a 50-mile radius of 
Fort Wayne. If there are any additions or corrections, please 
e-mail them to me (kb9rh@fwi.com).

Event Summary 


On May 29, 2004 Amateur Radio Operators 
from Various Fort Wayne, Indiana Clubs 
began to assemble at the Fort Wayne Wiz- 
ards Memorial Stadium for a very unique 
Special Event. The amateurs were to con- 
duct the very first Amateur Radio Military 
Appreciation Day. This event was held to honor and show 
appreciation to those that serve and have served in the 
military, and related auxiliary groups. Planning started for 
this event on March 31, 2004 after Emery McClendon / 
KB9IBW, the events organizer had conversations with mil- 
itary ham operators at various location around the world, 
and in the U.S. 


The conversations all centered on what amateur radio 
could do to help our military members understand that 
people supported them. The result was the formation of 
ARMAD, Amateur Radio Military Appreciation Day, so 
that amateur radio could allow the public to speak with ac- 
tive duty, retired, veterans, and other associated groups live 
via ham radio, and speak words of appreciation. What was 
to make this event different was the ability to make live 
contacts with those involved with military service so that 
they could hear the positive voice of support from com- 
munities throughout America. Unlike writing letters, this 
event was to allow us to interact with the troops that are de- 
ployed, and serve at home, giving them live contacts with 
the people of our community, and others across the country 
and the world. As the planning of the event went forth, we 
soon found out that other amateur radio clubs also wanted 
to take part in ARMAD, and set up at locations in their 
communities. We then decided to contact clubs around the 
world and ask them to participate in ARMAD. We received 
many requests from other local clubs, and military amateur 
operators to join us during the event operating from public 
locations where people usually gather. 


The Fort Wayne Wizards baseball team was contacted and 
asked if we could work with them on the selected date as 
the Wizards were having a game on the same date. The 
staff liked our idea and allowed us to operate from the 
stadium. We then began to plan for operations from the 
stadium, and Ron Kaufman / NOKNSJ, Richard Andrews / 
N9OHRA, and myself went to the stadium to map out the 
locations for our radio’s, and to plan for potential problems 
with the operation. A week later we asked for volunteers 
for the special event and held a meeting to assign workers 
to each station. We received help from the Fort Wayne Ra- 
dio Club, the Allen County Amateur Radio Technical So- 
ciety, and the NE Indiana DX Association. We decided to 
run three Echolink stations, one IRLP, and two HF stations, 
along with a PSK 31 station under the direction of Tom 
Baker / NOTB, and Steve Nardin / WB9ZIY. 


Support from the local community began to grow, and 
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people began to spread the message by word of mouth and 
emails around the world. The local media picked up on the 
event and an article was printed in the Fort Wayne News- 
Sentinel on April 25, 2004 on the front page. The article 
can be read at http://www.nmam.org under photo’s. Also 
see http://www.geocities.com/kb9ibw for information and 
photo’s of the event. The event was a great success and 
over 6500 people gathered at Memorial Stadium to enjoy 
the game, and to show support to the military via ama- 
teur radio. Local coverage was provided by ABC, NBC, 
and CBS, as well as from the Fort Wayne News-Sentinel 
paper. As the event date became closer we made fliers and 
passed out over 2000 during the Dayton Hamvention, and 
placed them in locations all over the local communities. We 
also received several interviews on three local radio sta- 
tions for the event, and contacted the local TV stations and 
asked for coverage. 


Finally the day arrived and the operators met at Memorial 
Stadium at 0900 hours on May 29, to prepare to work AR- 
MAD 2004. We went on the air at 1000 hours with State 
Senator Dennis Kruse making the first contact with Cherry 
Point Marine Air Station in North Carolina, and with a 
retired soldier from the British Military in the U.K. Dur- 
ing the event we had two Allen County Commissioners 
present. Commissioner Marla Irving presented us with a 
proclamation that proclaimed the day as Amateur Radio 
Military Appreciation Day. We also received two procla- 
mations from the Governor of the State of Indiana, and a 
surprise letter of endorsement from U.S. Senator Richard 
Lugar. Many of the fans were able to speak with military 
members via ham radio during the event. The attendance 
for ARMAD was the largest in the history of the stadium, 
and the event went off very well with many contacts made 
around the U.S. and the world to our military members as 
well as other coalition groups. Included in locations were 
Kuwait, England, Greece, Sweden, and Fort Bragg. Also 
contacted were Cherry Pointe Marine Station, Fort Car- 
son, Fort Sill, The Silversides Submarine Group, and many 
more military and auxiliary groups. 


We have received many requests to repeat ARMAD from 
around the world, and have decided to make it an annual 
event, and request that amateur clubs and operators join us 
for this event so that we as ham’s can boost our hobby, and 
recruit new members. We have designed an official T-Shirt 
for the event, which can be seen and ordered at http://www. 
geocities.com/kb9ibw by clicking on the ARMAD link. 


We thank all the amateurs from our local clubs, and clubs 
around the world that helped us to make ARMAD a great 
event in 2004. Let us strive to work together in the future 
to grow amateur radio, and to showcase what we can do for 
our communities and military. We have joined the National 
Military Appreciation Month organization, and will work 
to show support for the people who serve our Country and 
protect our freedoms. - Emery McClendon / KB9IBW
